Kuropatkin, the j 
o*Hcia!s say, is now organizing his 
troops which were somewhat demor- 
alized during the retreat toward Muk- 
den.

PANAMA'S' 


Action Declares . Buneau Varilla Was 


Without Duress From United 


States Government. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 13.—A report 


printed in the London morning 'Post 
today, that General SassaUtch and his 
force of 3,000 composing the Russian 
rear guard, had been captured ,by the 
Japanese is denied in official eircies 
here. It is a,lso stated that there is 
no truth in the report that Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Uktomky had been shot 
for disobeying an order of the Czar 
not to return to Port Arthur, after the 
sortie of August 10. The prince's dis- 
oheyance, however, will result in his 
recall.

London, 
Sept. 13.—The 
Morning 


Post states that official Russian dis- 
patches received in London announce 
that Lieutenant General Zassalitch, 
who commanded the portion of the 
Russian rear guard south of the Hun 
river, has -been severely wounded and 
captured, with 3,000 out of his 5,000 
men. It is added that Generals Zarou- 
baleff, Kondratovitch and Bilderlicg 
have checked Kuroki's advance. 


Tientsin, Sept. 13.—The loot-ing of 


Liao Yang has few parallels in the 
annals of warfare. Three armies on 
three different days had possession of 
the city and engaged in acts of depre- 
dation. When the Russians entered 
into the occupation of Liao Yang they 
built a model Russian city outside the 
old walled Chinese town, and thou- 
sands of troops were lodged within its 
gates. When the Japanese drove the 
Russians out of Shansampo hills the 
Russian soldiers realized that the 
town must fall and forgot all discip- 
line. .They looted the town, sparing 
neither Chinese nor European shops, 
destroying what they could not carry 
away. They wantonly destroyed great 
quantities of foodstuffs 
and 
other 


goods, ripping open bales, bags and 
boxes with the ever'ready bayonet 
and scattering their contents over the 
streets. Much liquor was found, and 
the soldiers, becoming 
drunk, com- 


mitted further excesses. During the 
Interim of the departure of the Rus- 
sians and the arrival of the Japanese 
the Chinese soldiers and police fin- 
ished the work the Russians began, 
pillaging the shops that were not 
found by the Russians. Then when 
the Japanese came they completed the 
looting. They had been fighting for 
five days without food except dry rice, 
and broke loose upon entering the 
town. The Japanese looted right and 
left. 


OYAMA 
REPORTS. 


Gives the Disposition of Russian and 


Japanese Troops. 


'Tokyo, Sept.'ia.—A telegram receiv- 


ed here from Field Marshal Oyama at 
midnight gives the disposition of the

He says that a 
large force of Russian cavalry is post- 
ed at Ping Taitse, which is about 24 
miles to the east of the Yentai sta- 
tion, and that another force of cavalry 
occupies the town of Heilingchai, to 
the northward of Ping Taitse.

operator yesterday received the first 
long wireless message from St. Louis 
to Chicago, traversing tW': greatest 
distance overland ever attempted in 
wireless telegraphy. 


The message, a congratulatory epis- 


tle from President Abraham White, in 
St. Louis, to Vico President Lee De- 
forest in Chicago, was 400 words Ions;, 
and was followed quickly by others, 
received by the operator without diffi- 
culty.

Jud^e Parker's sympathisers 


are elated that in a state so over- 
whelmingly Republican, putting forth 
a vote the largest, in its history since 
1888, the Democrats should have made 
a arain of 31 per cent to a Republican 
gain of. 15 per cent. 


Augusta, Maine, Sept. 1S.—Gov, Hili, 


retired executive, admits that the Dem- 
ocrats have gained 31 per cent, while 
the Republicans, despite activity, have 
only jiained 14 1-2 per cent. 


While the Democrats lost the execu- 


tive, as was a foregone conclusion, 
they have gained several members in 
the Representatives and two Senators, 
giving them four members of the up- 
per House. Governor Hill says they 
have 19 per cent of the representative 
strength now, as against 12 per cent 
190C. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 13. — The Re- 


publicans carried the state for Wil- 
liam T. 'Cobb of Rockland, the candi- 
date for governor, by a plurality of 
about 30,000, over Cyrus W. Davis of 
Waterville, his Democratic opponent 


The complete returns will" not be re- 


ceived for several days, but 800 out of 
522 cities., towns and plantations give 
Cobb 59,705, Davis 3S.U99. The same 
places in 1900 gave Hill (Rep.) 51,707, 
Lord (Deiu.j 29..U02. 
These returns 


Show a Republican gain of about lf> 
per cent and a Democratic gain of 
about 31 per cent over 1900. The vote 
for governor will probably be the 
largest since 1888. 


All four Republican members of 


congress were re-elected. 
Amos L. 


Allen in the First and Charles E. Lit- 
tlefleld in the Second were returned 
by practically the same pluralities as 
in 1900, while in the Third Congress- 
man E. C. Burleigh ran ahead of his 
vote of four years ago. In the Fourth 
district Congressman Llewellyn Pow- 
ers was 
re-elected by about 
6,500 


plurality, compared with 8,800 .two 
years ago. 


The Democrats make slight gains in 


both branches of the legislature, but 
not enough to affect the re-election of 
United States Senator Eugene Hale.

tative of the heirs of the estate ot Sir 
Francis Drake, which consists of 3,000 
acres of land worth on an average of 
?100 per acre. 
The American heirs 


live in,Ohio, Indiana and'Illinois, and, 
Mr. James M. Drake of McConneils- 
ville will follow Attorne} Sparks to 
England. 


The Drake estate is now in the court 


of Chancery, held by threo trustees. It 
is conceded by The trustees that the 
line of Draiie heirs in England has 
lun out. and that the estate should be 
innerHed by American representatives 
of the familv. Tlie clients' of Messrs. 
Hussell & Kparks have records carry- 
ing them back into the English fam- 
ily anil as the Drake family was of 
such prominence in England, no diffi- 
culty is anticipated in tracing 
the 


;eneology tbere. 
The land consists of parts and lar^e 


tracts, and. the English people 
are 


anxious that tbe American heirs es- 
tablish their claims so that the land 
may be sold. Mr. Sparks' mission is 
to employ Enclish attorneys to brinef 
suit to establish the claims of his cli- 
ents to the estate of the famous ad- 
miral. He represents abo-.Jt 90 heirs. 


A peculiar fact in connection with 


ibe American 
heirs' 
contentiou is, 


that it has the support of all interest 
ed parties in England, so tbat Mr. 
Sparks is really going into the camp 
of his friends.

Sir Francib Drake, an English navi- 


gator and naval commander, was horn 
at Tavistock, Devonshire, in IS 15. He 
first served in the royal navy under 
his relative, Sir John Hawkins, and 
distinguished hirriseit by Ins valor in 
an unsuccessful expedition against the 
Spaniards, ir. the harbor of Vera Crux 
In 1570 he v/ent to tlie V.'est Tr.iiies, 
on a eruisj against 
the Spaniards,

1 imself so much by his bi avery, that 
Sir Christopher Hatton introduced 
him to Queen Elizabeth. 


Sir Francis Drake disclo?ed his plans

mains, which contemplated 20 miles 
of new pipes. 
Whereas at present

purposes Mr. Chapin argued tht if the 
city purchased the rire^cr.t plant, the 
city could make the 20 miles exten- 
sion, operate the plant and pay the 
interest 
on 
the 
total 
bonded 


indebtedness 
with 
a 
levy 
of 


1-2 mill. He also said that under chis 
arrangement the flat rate for water 
consumption could be reduced. 


Mr. Chapin stated that he was in 


favor of municipal ownership of the 
water works, and that in Newark this 
was bound to come. 


But, 
he argued, there was no limit 


in the present companj's franchise as 
to the time it could lay pipes, and 
that if a new system was built the 
present one would continue in compe- 
tition with the city's plant. 


He further stated that representa« 


lives of the company wished to meet 
the council and consult as to the ad- 
visability of purchasing the 
present 


system or granting a new francnise to 
the water works company. 


The expert engineer in answer to 


J'lrtire Hunter's question as to the dur 
ability of pipes :n the ground, stated 
that he had not as yet taken any ac- 
tion in regard to taking up any pipes, 
but that he had known pipes to to- 
rn good shspe that had been in the 
ground for SO years. He expected in 
the nfar future to take 
up 
some 


pipes in Newark, and take them to Co- 
lumbus whore they would be submit 
red to a 300-pound pressure, and in his 
opinion they would show to be bettei 
than those :natie today.
